2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
reviewing the amendment filed on December 23, 2005, the claims were found to be 
allowable since no prior art could be found teaching or suggesting a disposable device 
for collecting an uncontaminated urine sample comprising: an inlet to the container that 
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is initially closed by a delaying mechanism, the delaying mechanism automatically 
opening within a predetermined amount of time after the inlet is reached by urine and 
thereby preventing a first portion of urine from reaching the container, and the first 
portion of urine is absorbed by an absorbent material placed around the urine path from 
the uro-genital part to the inlet, as claimed in Claim 8.
